The state in 1929 recorded the 
lowest birth rate and th e second 
lowest death rate since th e state 
began compiling vital statistics. 
In 
the year there were 189,247 births 
and 116.968 deaths, which, based on 
each 1000 population, gave rates of 
19.1 births and 11.8 deaths. 
Calcu­ 
lations of the bureau based on age 
distribution estim ate th a t 7.3 dif­ 
ference in rates will be reduced to 
zero by 1960, w ith the population 
changes stationery. 
D eaths 
from 
alcoholism 
have 
steadily dwindled in recent years, 
the bureau showed. 
Last year 422 
died from th a t cause; the num ber 
was 526 rn 1928 and 545 in 1927. 
D eaths from tuberculosis, enteritis 
under two years, 
diphtheria 
and 
railroad accidents also declined last 
year.

In Literary Digest Voting 


The drys m ake a slight gain in the 
fifth week’s returns of The L iterary 
D .gest’s nation-w ide prohibition poll 
as four new states are represented 
and over a half million additional 
votes are tallied, according to to ­ 
m orrow’s issue of the periodical. 
The m inor change for strict en ­ 
forcem ent, which am ounts to slight­ 
ly less th an one-half of one per cent, 
is taken from the vote for repeal. 
Also, a rath er m inute increase is 
noted for modification. 
Colorado, 
Idaho, 
M ontana 
and 
U tah are the states from which first 
returns are tabulated this week. 
Of th e grand total of 2,516,072 
votes in this fifth report, 712,549. or 
over 28 per cent of the total, are 
for strict enforcem ent; 754,266, a l­ 
m ost 30 per cent, are for m odifica­ 
tion; while 1,049,257, or 41.7 per cent, 
vote for repeal. 
K ansas still registers a heavy m a­ 
jority vote for strict enforcem ent 
and is the only state th a t is classi­ 
fied as bone dry in sentim ent in 
th is report. 
Tennessee, which last week show- 
cd a m ajority vote for enfo rcem en t,, 
loses its classification as a bone dry 
in th e current tally, showing a vote 
of less th a n 50 per cent for en ­ 
forcem ent. 
In th e wet division. Connecticut. 
M aryland, New Jersey. New York 
and Rhode Island, each show over 
50 per cent of th eir respective votes 
for a repeal of the eighteenth am ed- 
m ent.
